THE S0UTH CAROLINA CIVIL RIGHTS BILL.

The following is the full text of the act passed
by the Legislature of SBouth Carolina, securing
1o the freedmen their rights of person and pro-
perty:—

Ax Acr fo declare fhe rights of persons lately
known as slaves, and as free persons of color,
“Be il enacted, ete,, That all persons hitherto

kpnown in law in this State ns slaves, or as free

persons of color, shall have the right to make
and eniorce contracts, to sne, be sued, to be
affiante and give evidence, to inherit, to pur-
chase, leuse, sell, hold, c.'un\'clg'. and assign real
and persounlipro[lerty.mnkuw 11g dnd lestuments,
and 1w have full and equal benefit of the rights
of personal securlty,personal liberty, aud private
roperty, and of all remedies and proceedings
or the enforcement and protection ot the same
as white persons now bave, and shall not bhe
subjected to any other or ditferent pumsbhment,
pain, or penalty for the commission of any net
or otfense, than such as are prescribed for white
persons committing like acts or offenscs,

“Section 2. That all acts and parts of act spe-
cially relating to persons lately slaves and iree
persons of color, contrary to the provisions of
this act, or incon=stent with any of its pro-
visions, be and the same are hercby repealed;
provided that nothing herein contsined «hall be
